VOLUNTEERS NEEDED TO 
HELP OTHERS WITH FED 
TAX FORM 

ASTORIA — An all-volunteer 
organization is forming here 
that, if successful, will assist 
low-income and elderly persons 
in filling out basic federal in- 
come tax forms. 

Volunteers for the program, 
called the Volunteer Income 
Tax Assistance (VITA) 
program, are needed now, 
according to Joe Richards, who 
will act as the unpaid local 
coordinator for the fledgling 
organization. 

Richards, who teaches 
business administration at 
Clatsop Community College, 
said VITA is sponsored by the 
Internal Revenue Service. It 
helps those who cannot afford 
private assistance or who are 
unable to use IRS-staffed 
taxpayer service offices. 

VITA volunteers will help 
low-income persons and older 
Americans with relatively 
simple tax returns prepare the 
federal income tax short form 
or simple 1040 forms. They will 
also advise taxpayers on basic 
tax matters. 

Volunteers do not have to 
meet any education or ex- 
perience requiremeats to train 
as VITA assistors. It is 
recommended, however, that 
they have a general aptitude for 
simple math and have ex- 
perience in completing their 
own tax return. 

Each volunteer will receive 
training at a two-to-three day 
IRS instruction session. 

Individuals interested in 
participating in the volunteer 
group should contact Richards 
at 325-9010, Ext.

During VITA’s_ nine-eyar 
history, members of social, 
religious and civic 
organizations, college students 
and others have provided help 
to taxpayers as VITA assistors.

ASTORIA — More people 
than every before — 3,104 — 
have attended Clatsop Com- 
munity College so far Fall 
Term. College officials reported 
that at the end of the seventh: 
week, on Nov. 10, the College 
topped the all-time high 
enrollment figure of 3,102 
students set spring 1976. 

The College got an unex- 
pected boost from its out-of- 
district program in Tillamook 
County which contributed about 
60-70 persons recently to the 
enrollment count. 

Tillmamook County was 
considered in the 1976 count, as 
was a similiar out-of-district 
program in Rainier. The 


Rainier program was dropped 
two years ago due to poor 
enrollment, but in Tillamook, 
gains have continued to be 
made. 4 

Other reasons for the in- 
creased headcount include a 
beefed-up South County 
program and good weather for 
the first part of the term. Of- 
ficials said registration picks up 
during nice weather. — 

No update was available on 
full-time equivalent enrollment. 
That figure is the more crucial 
of the two as it determines state 
funding. However, the most 
recent figures showed the 
College coming within a 
fraction of a percentage point of 
last year’s FTE count.

Venus Bound 
Space Craft 


Editors Note: Here is some 
interesting news I found in 
another paper the other day 
that I thought might interest 
you. It comes from: Mountain 
View via AP- The National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration attempts to launch 
an atmospheric probe from a 
Venus-bound Pioneer 
spacecraft today, the first time 
such a manuever has ever been 
tried in space. 

The separation of the Sounder 
Probe from the main 
spacecraft, the Transporter 
Bus, comes three days before 
three other probes are to be 
launched from the same craft. 

The Pioneer craft are the first 
devoted primarily to the at- 
mosphere and weather of 
another planet. The initial 
spearation is scheduled to take 
place about Ipm PST, 20 days 
and 7 million miles from Venus. 

On Sunday, when the 
spacecraft will be 20 million 
miles from Earth, traveling 
21,000 miles per hour, the North, 
Day and Night Probes will be 
released

Graded work at Clatsop is 
based on the following:

There are also some new 
guidelines. These are as 
follows 

I - Incomplete. At the request 
of the student, an instructor 
may award an incomplete if a 
portion of the course work has 
been completed and an intent to 
finish the required work is 
shown 

An instructor will provide the 
student with a_ statement 
describing work needed to 
complete the course and a copy 
of such statement will be placed 
in the student's file. 

AUD - Audit. A student who 
does not wish credit for a course 
may register as an auditor. An 
auditor is not required to meet 
the academic requirements of 
the course. An audit must be 
initiated by a student. A change 
from audit to credit will be 
treated in the same manner as 
adding a class. 

W - Withdraw. A 
initiated withdrawal 

NC - No credit. No basis for a 
grade. Student did not complete 
any work to be evaluated. No 
credit is earned for the course 
Also a designation used for a 
Student who doesn not do 
passing work in a pass- no 
credit class, 

Please be aware of these 
changes, they affect you. A 
teacher cannot drop you from a 
class, you have to withdraw 
yourself. 

If you don’t go to class and 
don’t withdraw, the teacher has 
no choice but to either fail you 
or give you a NC. This does go 
on your grade record. So if you 
are in this situation please take 
care of it before the end of this 
term.

Free Money?!

Have you ever found yourself 
in a position where you need 
some quick cash and can’t seem 
to get any? If you're a CCE 


student, the Student’s 
Emergency Loan Fund is a 
possible solution to the 


problem. Any student, full-time 
or part-time, can borrow up to 
$50 a term from this fund; as 
long as it’s paid back by the end 
of the term from which you 
borrowed it. 

Every year the Associated 
Student Body, Inc. puts aside a 
certain amount of money for the 
Emergency Loan Fund. Last 
year the ASBI put in $2000, 
which made possible more than 
$15,000 worth of student loans. 
This may sound confusing, but 
if the loan is paid back on time 
the money can be used again for 
someone else who needs it, So 
the original $2000 was loaned 
out again and again. It really 
pays to pay back on time, 
because someone else, oF 
maybe you again, will need that 
money and if the fund runs out 
— you're out of luck! 


Any registered student is 
eligible to take advantage of the 
loan program. However, the 
loan must be paid back by the 
end of the term. If it isn’t, 
registration for the next term 
will be denied, and your 
financial aid voucher (if you 
receive one) may be withheld 
until repayment is made. 

When you apply for a loan, 
you have to fill out a form that 
shows your name, address, 
reason for the loan, and ex- 
pected date of repayment. 
Loans can be taken out up until 
the last two weeks of the term, 
but if you can prove you'll be 
able to pay it back by the end of 
the term an exception might be 
made. 

Bruce Lower, the Director of 
Financial Aid, is the man to see 
about an emergency loan. His 
office is in Student Personnel 
Services, so if you ever feel the 
need for some bucks stop by and 
apply for a_ student's 
emergency loan. And please . . . 
please pay it back on time so 
someone else can benefit too!

The business staff has also 
begun a series of visits to local 
high schools in an effort to 
determine which classes were 
most needed for the graduating 
high school students. The 
business staff has also 
developed a new award for 
business students, It is called 
the Clatsop Trained Secretary 
Award. This award is given to 
an outstanding student with a 
high GPA in the business 
department. This was 
developed to provide incentive 
for extra efforts to gain skills. It 
is awarded whenever a student 
has earned his AS degree and 
has been an exceptional 
student.

John Hauser is in his 7th year 
at Clatsop Community College. 
His goal as an instructor here 
has been to an effective and 
successful teacher.

TER(, AND TEAM 
TEACHING. He wants all in- 
structors at the college to be 
aware of the perspectives in the 
other departments, thereby 
unifying the education ex- 
perience here at Clatsop. John 
said he felt that the college was

John said that team taught

has witnessed strides in popular 
consciousness of the need for 
animal protection legislation.

“These barriers are begin 
ning to dissolve,’’ she con 
tinued. ‘‘New technology 
provides alternatives to the 
exploitation of animals for food, 
materials, research and 
recreation. We need to review 
the prevailing system of human 
values and ethics and en 
courage a broader acceptance 
of the notion that other forms of 
life are entitled to ethical 
consideration.”’
